Peace and the World 
of Tomorrow 


Since Japan surrendered, we have been endeavoring to 
adjust ourselves to a strange and pleasant new world. What 
sort of world is it to be? Are we to be deceived again by a well- 
named ‘‘Armistice Day,” or is there this time substantial 
reason -to hope that lasting peace has come? Are we now 
pausing merely to await the maturity of a new generation of 
young men to be sent to battle, or may we safely train our 
children for a lifetime of industry, of thought, and of service? 

History tells us that overwhelming victory in war is an ex- 
cellent basis for durable peace. For example, the overthrow of 
Napoleon prepared the way for the Pax Britannica of the 
nineteenth century, just as the destruction of Carthage laid 
the foundations for the Peace of Rome, which endured for 
centuries. Neither of these periods was, of course, free from 
war, but neither was dominated by it. 


WE sHOULD be hopeful. Our victory is unqualified, and the 
power of our enemies is utterly destroyed. It will be a long 
time before any nation forgets the lessons of this war: how, for 
example, both Germany and Japan, by resort to the sword, 
have had the shortest careers, as world powers, that history 
records—careers that have made the twentieth century the 
bloodiest in history. But when we turn to unprecedented de- 
velopments, history cannot help us. Steadily, technology and 
science have been making warfare more appallingly efficient 
and expensive, until at last, with the atomic bomb, it seems 
that no nation is rich enough in human life, in structures, and 
in money, to afford it. No nation can now face war without 
the prospect of complete destruction to itself as well as to its 
enemies. In short, fear has become the ally of peace, and ne- 
gotiation and compromise have become necessities to those 
who, in the past, might have sought to impose their will upon 
the world. 


So, WITH A HUMBLE REALIZATION that we may be completely 
mistaken, we may reasonably look forward to a long period of 
peace and cooperation among nations. We may introduce 
conscience as a guide to action, repairing our own battered 
consciences as best we can, and training the supple ones of our 
children. We may struggle to carry the unity among Americans 
and among the nations, that has characterized the war, into 
the period of the peace; we may look forward to the readmis- 
sion of all nations, including a chastened Germany and a re- 
constructed Japan; into the new society of nations; we may so 
limit sovereignty as to prevent the running amok of any insane 
member of the family of nations. 


IN ALL OF THIS we shall, if we are wise, be humble and 
patient. We shall do our best to exploit this unique oppor- 
tunity with wisdom, remembering that any structure worth 
while is built carefully, and with thought always for its use 
and purpose. If we succeed we shall have made all of the fright- 
ful sacrifices—all of the deaths, the blinded eyes, the limbless 
bodies—fantastic as it seems, worth while, so great can be 
the gain; and we shall leave to our children opportunities for 
brotherhood, for gracious and generous living, and for the 
creation of a world much nearer to our 
aspirations than any that has been pos- cd om 
sible to our fathers. ¢

Wiis are your most common kitchen complaints? Surprising- 
ly, they have changed in recent years less than the kitchen itself! 

Typical is the homemaker who exchanged a large kitchen for a 
small one, finds she.is.on her feet almost as much in the new as in 
the old. Also typical is the woman who resents the modern kitchen 
that provides no place to sit down. 

Planning has done much to reduce footwork in the kitchen. 
Shorter distances between refrigerator, sink, range, have cut miles 
from the homemaker’s work day; ivtelligent arrangement enables 
her to carry activities forward straight-line, no back-tracking. The 
fact that she still finds herself too much on her feet indicates that 
the same thinking must be taken still further, applied not only 
to the kitchen as a whole, but to the individual job. 

Every woman who has done a stint in a war factory will recog- 
nize our approach. Industry makes the job quicker and easier by 
first arranging within reach every needed tool and material. Ap- 
plied to the kitchen, this approach upsets the common practice of 
storing food and equipment according to kind: glass with glass, 
pans with pans, all seasonings on one shelf. By separating salad 
bowls from other bowls, however, herbs, vinegars, oils from other 
seasonings, and by concentrating all at a salad bar, we actually 
save several trips each time we make salad. Utensils used first with 
water we separate, too, store at the sink. Note drawer-width pulls 
which permit use of two hands, with large openings to spare the 
manicure. 





In addition we recommend a specific spot for sit-down jobs, 
equipped for comfortable posture. Ours we locate in a corner where 
space otherwise often wasted can be utilized for pre-positioning 
needed equipment, housing the stool, and for ample knee room.

Meanwhile, in many 
kitchens large areas of wall stand idle, 
simply because most of us are convinced 
that very high storage space cannot be 
used effectively.

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O PROVE the full value of the ideas on 
the preceding pages, it was necessary to test 
them not only individually, as ideas, but 
also in relation to each other and to the 
kitchen as a whole. To do that we now bring 
them all together, put them to work in a 
practical family kitchen. 

In planning this kitchen, Architect Arthur 
P. Swanson (page 88) gave each idea its most 
advantageous setting. For our sit-down cor- 
ner, he developed an interesting off-center 
bay. He used curves to achieve spacious- 
ness and easy movement. Continuous soffit 
lighting, using tubular lamps and _ bulbs, 
give glare- and shadow-proof illumination 
for every job. A built-in wall ventilator 
back of range signifies a new plus in 
kitchen comfort. . 

Few families have space or use for every 
one of the details shown. Few kitchens will 
accommodate all of our architectural fea- 
tures. Our plan, consequently, is also flex- 
ible, its basic principles adaptable in any 
kitchen. Our corner idea, for one, can be

applied in any corner, or in a conventional 
bay. General placement of major equipment 
and the areas between can be adapted to 
the U-shaped kitchen by pulling in the bay 
to make a straight wall and eliminate pantry 
and serving center. The range can be sub- 
stituted for the second food preparation 
area. In the L-shaped kitchen the refriger- 
ator lines up alongside “‘bakery,” the range 
shifts to the second food preparation area. 
In the corridor-type kitchen, it is necessary 
to place the refrigerator against the “bakery” 
wall, and to eliminate the second food prep- 
aration area or line it up with range. 

Thus this kitchen achieves a second goal. 
Determine for yourself which of our ideas 
suit the size of your family, its cooking and 
eating habits. Then consider how the ideas 
selected can be adapted in the size and 
shape of room you are planning.

_—_ are all-important to the small 
place. They give that desirable look and 
feel of permanence to plantings without 
taking up all the space that trees require. 
Actually, shrubs are small trees, trees that 
start their branches right at the ground. 
But they can be handled easily and kept 
the size you want them without butchery. 

While all but a very few of our shrubs do 
flower at some time, when we talk about 
flowering shrubs we don’t include barberrics 
or the privets or even the brilliant burning 
bush and firethorns. This term takes in only 
the ones grown principally for the sake o1 
their extra-showy blooms. 


THE individual flowers on the magnolias 
and rose-of-sharon are large. Lilacs, hy- 
drangeas, and crape myrtles, crowd their 
smaller blooms into great clusters. On for- 
sythias and flowering crabs, quinces, and 
plums they’re strung thickly ~along the 
branches like fat beads. The azaleas and 
rhododendrons crowd their stems with fist- 
fuls of color while a large beautybush turns 
itself into a pink haystack by opening mil- 
lions of small pink blossoms. 

All flowering shrubs—with certain few 
exceptions Ill mention—need sunny situ- 
ations if they’re to put on a real display 
every year. The majority ask nothing more 
than to be set in good garden soil. Most ot 
them can be planted either fall or spring. 
Once your shrubs are established, you can 
cut down need of frequent watering, hoeing, 
and weeding by laying permanent mulches. 

Choose each one for the special use you 
want of it and nothing you plant will give 
you more color and lasting interest than 
your flowering shrubs.

hat to Look For 





in the Furniture You Buy 


By Louis Goodenough 


Bows buy a chair or sofa—especially an up- 
holstered one—around three o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

Crazy? 

Those department- and furniture-store statis- 
ticians, who can whip some fantastic facts about 
your buying habits, have found out that chairs 
and sofas sell best at that time of day. And their 
explanation—which you'll have to admit sounds 
sensible—is that by midafternoon you’re so wearied 
that anything which takes you off your feet seems 
to be just about the last word in comfort. 

So, first of all, do your chair-buying early in the 
morning while your resistance is still good. 


Dont buy with your heart. You may have to 
hunt harder than you thought to find just the piece 
of furniture you have your heart set on. But when 
you see it, don’t let your heart do the buying. In- 
stead, approach that piece of furniture with wide- 
open eyes and a mind with a good touch of sus- 
picion in it . . . suspicion, however, to protect you 
from yourself, not necessarily from the salesman. 

Let’s look at nonupholstered furniture _ first, 
since so many of the points which apply to a well- 
constructed dining room, occasional, or side chair 
can be carried in the back of your mind as things 
to look for when you’re in the market for an up- 
holstered one. 

It’s too bad you can’t check back to the first step 
in furniture making, because it’s the initial care 
taken of the just-cut-down tree that determines to 
such a great extent whether or not you’re getting 
your money’s worth. Your fingers must be crossed 
that the oak, walnut, or mahogany tree—or what- 
ever it was—lay idle for a few months after it was 
cut down; that the cut boards were air dried for a 
long time, and that after this these boards went to 
a warm kiln room for still further drying. 

You'll have to take for granted these important 
steps or take assurance from the reliability of the 
store whose furniture buyer certainly doesn’t want 
you coming back after a few months to report that 
the top of the table you bought is buckling or that 
the leg of the chair is starting to split. 

There are some things, tho, that you can look 
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for, and these signs of good workmanship, when 
added up, should tell you that the manufacturers 
had an honest pride in craftsmanship; that your 
money is buying the best piece of furniture avail- 
able today. 


Turn the chair upside down (as in Drawing No. 1) 
for a starter in looking over its finish and construc- 
tion. Has the bottom been smoothed down with 
sandpaper so there are no splinters, and has it then 
been given a coat of finish to keep out dampness? 
This is just one extra little step but the good man- 
ufacturer will always do it. 

Look for nails. They are usually the inexpensive 
way of fitting furniture together, and like basting 
in a dress they'll be all right until... 

The sign of good craftsmanship is usually seen, 
too, in all the joints of the chair, table, or chest. 
Drawing No. 2 shows a mortise and tenon glued 


joint as used to join the lower rungs or stretches to 


the legs. Further up the chair the greatest strain 
comes on the corners underneath. The best con- 
struction calls for triangular-shaped blocks (4) 
which are doweled (3) into these corners, and, as 
an added assurance of strength, are screwed in. 

There are several different kinds of legs, one of 
the most usual being the post sawed out of a single 
board according to a pattern. This type is reason- 
ably satisfactory—but watch for one thing. If 
there’s a short length of grain running up and 
down where the leg starts to curve (%), there’s a 
chance that the leg, at this straining point, may 
snap off some time. 


What else is a drawer? |t’s when you look in the 
drawers of dressers and bureaus that you find evi- 
dence—or lack—of quality, for it’s here that manu- 
facturers can skimp and keep their fingers crossed 
that you won’t be any the wiser. 

Has dovetail construction (@) been used, for 
example, to join the sides of the drawer to the front 
and back pieces? If it has, you have one more as- 
surance that you’re getting a good piece of furni- 
ture. While you’re looking at these interlocking 
joints, notice whether the manufacturer did a com- 
plete job or whether he just dovetailed the front 
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of the drawer and slipped the back panel into a 
groove. 

Look, too, at the bottom of the drawer. It should 
be about a quarter of an inch thick and is usually 
slipped into a groove on the sides of the drawer 
with tiny blocks glued to the sides to prevent slip- 
ping. 

Of course you’ll slide the drawer in and out to 
make sure it’s not one of those wobbly, sticking 
kinds. Then take the drawer out to see that there 
are either center (7) or side slides into which the 
drawer fits. Between each set of drawers there 
should certainly be a dust panel at least three six- 
teenths of an inch thick. 

How’s the back of the furniture? Good quality 
wood and finished nicely? Plywood is preferable 
for the back as it will not warp. Are there nails 
holding it in place? The best furniture doesn’t use 
nails here. The back is either screwed on or grooved 
into the sides. Glue smeared around the joints, in- 
cidentally, is another evidence of carelessness. 


Upholstery can hide weaknesses. The buying of 
chairs, desks, and chests is relatively simple com- 
pared to the selection of upholstered pieces where, 
for decorative reasons, practically all of the struc- 
tural features are hidden. These hidden values— 
the number of springs used and the type of filling 
material—have plenty to do with whether those ap- 
pealing lines of the chair which first caught your eye 
in the store will stay that way after months of use. 

The unexposed wooden frame, for example, 
should be of well-seasoned ash, hard maple, oak, 
birch, or one of the other hardwoods, so that tacks 
will hold. 


Look at webbing and fastening. Next, assure your- 
self that a high-tensile webbing has been used on 
the bottom of the chair to hold up the springs. The 
base rail (#) to which this is attached by tacks 
should be at least 11% inches thick. Here again, 
corner blocks should be screwed not nailed in. And 
in all furniture, the frames should be doweled or 
tenoned (2, 3), not nailed together. 

The webbing should be closely spaced with at 
least five horizontal and five vertical rows. This 
webbing should be from three and one-half to four 
inches wide. Since jute went off to war, heavy 
cotton drill is being used most often these days. 
Sometimes a sheet of canvas or patented metal 
bars are substituted, and have done much to speed 
up production. 

Resting on this base are the all-important springs. 
Unfortunately, unless your store has an opened-up 
demonstration sample, you'll have to take the 
salesman’s word for some of the virtues you’re 
looking for. A typically good easy chair has 12 
seat springs which are set in even rows, closely 
spaced, and sewed (®) or clipped to the webbing. 
In the finest upholstery work each spring is fastened 
by four stitches to the webbing with six-ply flax 
twine. The springs are usually tied. ‘This compresses 
them and gives a firm but resilient action. The 
tying, done eight ways in the best construction, 
also holds the springs in place. In some fine furni- 
ture the springs are set in separate cloth pockets. 

Over the springs is placed a layer of burlap or, 
these days, heavy cotton. In the better furniture 
this is sewed to the springs. 

To save time and labor costs, pre-assembled 
spring units are frequently used, or large gauge 
steel wire crimped into shape is attached to the 
front and the back of the seat rails. 








Stuffing is placed over spring. Hair is considered 
the most desirable filling, with horsehair the most 
expensive. In down stuffing, the finest filling is 80 
percent down, 20 percent feathers, but anything 
near a 50-50 combination is still good. 

In many states the law requires that labels telling 
what type of filling has been used be placed on 
upholstered pieces and mattresses. Look for this 
label. 

The next step—before the dressing up of the 
furniture——is the stitching of the stuffing securely 
into place. Over this goes a layer of cotton to pre- 
vent the filling from working thru the upholstery. 

And last—but first to catch your eye—is the 
actual upholstery fabric which so often covers a 
multitude of structural sins. When the chair is 
upholstered see that the fabric fits smoothly over 
the arms, that welting covers up the seams, that 
large nail heads are used so that the fabric does not 
pull away from the wood. 

You must agree that regardless of how much per 
yard you—or the manufacturer—pay for an up- 
holstery fabric, it will eventually wear out and 
have to be changed. Or the chair will have to be 
slipcovered. It seems to make good sense, then, to 
put your money into good construction and save 
money on the upholstery. Why not buy the chair 
in the muslin and add your own selection of slip- 
covers? Both you and your room are going to be a 
lot happier if you can whip on a new design or 
color from time to time. 


Mere softness is no quarantee. Remember when 
shopping for an upholstered chair or sofa that mere 
softness is no guarantee of comfort. Nor is the 
bulkiness of a chair a proof that it’s built for relax- 
ation. True comfort comes from distributing your 
weight (#@) over as large an area as possible. It 
means, too, that the front edge of the chair should 
reach just about to the knees and that when you’re 
seated your feet should support your legs, and your 
thighs rest almost horizontally. If your knees are a 
bit up in the air, you'll rest on your spine. Try out 
the chair or sofa for arm height—and take your 
coat off when you do it. Remember, too, that men 
usually like a chair back high enough to rest their 
heads on. 

Look at the front edge of the chair or sofa; that’s 
where it gets the hardest wear. It should have a 
spring edge which makes it stand and stay erect. 
A hand-stitched spring edge is a quality feature. 

If there’s a cushion on the chair it should be 

about 17 to 19 inches from its top surface to the 
floor and from 20 to 24 inches deep front to back. 
If it’s a tight seat chair—one without a cushion— 
the seat is usually 151% to 19 inches from the floor. 
The average upholstered arms are 24 to 26 inches 
from the floor. 
It would be a fine thing for everyone—except the 
store—if you could dissect the chair of your choice 
with a sharp knife and a screwdriver, and add to 
this probing a knowledge of woods and glues that 
it takes experts years to gain. It would help if an 
X-ray machine could be turned on that sofa which 
seems just right to you in color, shape, size, and 
price. 

But since you can’t be your own detective you'll 
just have to place your trust in the most reliable 
department or furniture store in your city. Then 
put yourself in the hands of the salesmen and ask 
him questions based on some of the things we’ve 
talked about.

There’s a slipshod way to hang curtains, leading only to shabbi- 


ness.There’s a right way, leading to long life and good appearance 


= you curtain windows in your 
home you’re investing dollars and likely a 
sizable amount of time as well. Both time 
and dollars are too scarce to waste these 
days. So right along with planning and 
measuring for those good-looking draperies 
and glass curtains, plan also for their hang- 
ing—and do the job right. Your loveliest cur- 
tains can lose their grace and cause no end 
of inconvenience if they are hung from the 
wrong fixtures, or even from the 

right fixtures wrongly installed. 

Before installing any kind of a 


curtain rod, lay out the few sim- . 


a ple tools you’ll need to do the job 
right. 

bo” First, be sure you have enough 
round-head screws of the proper 
diameter, 4% or % inch long. 
Never put up fixtures with nails. 


For tools you need only an ice pick, a screw 
driver, and a measuring rule. Make marks 
on wood or wall surface for position of all 
fixtures before installing the first one. 


THE drawings on the left show several good 
types of plates used to hold rods. Of these 
drawings 2, 3, and 5 are for use inside the 
window opening; all the others fit on the 
face of the window trim. Type 5 can be 
used either inside the reveal or on the face 
of the window but it is recommended for 
only the lightest, simplest type of curtains. 

Place your plate carefully, as close to 
the outermost edge of the wood trim of the 
window as you can go and yet get a firm 
grip on the wood. Then—and this is very 
important—drive your ice pick well into 
the wood to make an opening to guide and 
permit easy entrance of the screws.

Tuere’s this to be said about toilet training. Altho, 
of all the new patterns a baby must learn it’s one of 
the slowest to acquire and hard on Mother’s patience, 
it’s also one in which you are sure of ultimate victory. 

At whatever age you begin-this training, whether it 
goes well or badly, you know that in time your child 
is going to be socially acceptable in this way. 

So don’t be perturbed. Don’t make life miserable 
for yourself and the young trainee if at the ripe age of 
one year, or 15 months, or even two years, he hasn’t 
grasped the full implications of what is expected. 

Control of the excretory functions, after all, is a 
complicated matter. First, the muscles which govern 
the sphincter and bladder have to be developed to a 
certain point before a child can hold back elimination 
for proper times and places.

Don’t be a dab washer. For the duration, at 
least, never make a suds unless you’re set to make 
maximum use of it. Why waste a bowlful on one 
pair of stockings, one slip? The same amount of 
suds will do just as good a cleansing job on two, or 
four, or more. ‘Wait, collect before you wash; 
make every washing project worthy of the soap 
you spend on it. 





Measure, don’t dump blithely from the package. 
Find out how much soap is enough for your dish- 
pan, your washer.

and cooler water as needed. Mrs. Anna C. Keil 
of Pittsburgh does her hot-water dissolving in a 
large glass jar, keeps it handy, shakes well each 
SS use, pours sparingly into dishwater. 

To make sure bar soap dissolves completely in 

wash water, shave the bar with a knife; dissolve 
in hot water or add the thin shavings, turn on the 
washer, wait till*the suds are high before putting 
in the clothes. 
Keep your seap dry. Insist that the children 
keep the bar out of the bath water, pick it up when 
it falls to the floor of the shower. Never let any 
soap stand in a puddle. Good reminder: a well- 
drained soap dish for every bar of soap in use in 
the house. Some advise unwrapping bar soap to 
let it dry out before using. 


Use a water softener. In very hard water up 
to half your soap may go off into those annoying 
whitish curds before you begin to get results. 
Water-softening equipment will soften every drop 
used in your house, pay for itself in soap savings. 
Or add a softener to the water as you use it. Helps 
soap do a better job by making more suds, quicker. 


Seap gees farther if you apply the indirect ap- 
mes proach. Don’t rub directly on clothes, except, of 
ay course, for very soiled spots. Put soap for dishes in 
the water, not on the dishcloth. You get greater 
J & cleansing action from less soap by putting your 
- trust in a good suds. Similarly, bar soap rubbed on 
a washcloth covers more territory, more effectively, 

than a bar rubbed directly on the skin.

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Invisible Mending s 
the Trick! 


By Nell Nash Chandler 


Or COURSE it’s in your very best 
dress, and right where it shows the 
most! Moth holes—most holes, in 
fact—are like that! And your favor- 
ite suit’s no good at all, once it starts 
wearing thin at the elbows. 

What to do? Mend, of course, just 
as inconspicuously as you possibly 
can. If the hole is large, or the gar- 
ment new or especially fine, you'll 
want to take it to a professional 
mender, an expert in “invisible 
mending.” In other cases, granted 
you choose materials with care, 
have good eyesight and patience, 
there’s no reason why you can’t 
mend it invisibly yourself. 

The most important must con- 
cerns thread. It must match exactly, 
not only in color but in thickness and 
texture. First choice is self-thread, 
taken right from the garment itself 
or from a scrap of the material from 
which it was made. Search for a raw 
seam, even if you must open a lining 
to find it. If you can’t, open a bound 
seam. An invisible mend is well 
worth the trouble. 

To get as long a piece of mending 
thread as possible, ravel it from a 





seam cut on the straight of the goods 
—like the hem of a straight-cut 
skirt, or a trouser cuff. If you must 
use a scrap of self material, or go to 
outside sources for mending thread, 





always wash or steam before using. 
Otherwise even dry cleaning may 
cause the mend to pucker. 

When the garment is woolen 
underwear or the like, offering not 





in inch of its own thread, choose a 
arn that separates easily into finer 
trands, use a single or a double 
trand, whichever gives vou the 
losest match. Sometimes vou can

get the exact effect of the original 
fabric best by using two kinds of 
thread. For wool and rayon mix- 
tures, a good match may result from 
stitching first with wool, spacing 
the stitches so you can afterwards 





run mercerized cotton stitches be- 
tween. A mixture of different col- 
ored threads may likewise help you 
to match a difficult color. For very 
tiny holes in hard-surfaced fabrics, 
your own hair if it matches, if not, 
somebody else’s hair may be the 
answer. 


CHoose your needle also with 
care. The right size is very impor- 
tant, lest you mar your fabric with 
unsightly needle holes. Make sure 
the needle is small enough to pene- 
trate without stretching or mutilat- 
ing. For very fine fabrics, a thin 
needle with a long eye—the em- 
broidery type—is best. 

Now for the mend itself. To keep 
every possible stitch out of sight, 
work always on the wrong side, 
merely picking at the fabric, catch- 





ing only a thread or two at a time. 
In this way all your long stitches 
will be on the wrong side, those that 
do penetrate to the right side will be 
scarcely visible. For holes, darn as 
you would darn a stocking, taking 
great care to space and slant your 
rows to match the fabric. If the hole 
has jagged edges, turn to the right 
side after darning, flatten the edges 
down with more invisible stitches.

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DISHES MADE FAMOUS BY A 


Night Touch of Genius 


By Harry Botsford 


My AUNT Tabitha was a woman 
who knew instinctively how to give 
her cookery a subtle but unmistak- 
able touch of the dramatic—some 
surprise ingredient or other that was 
tantalizing, often mystifying, but 
always satisfying. This made her 
reputation as a cook a trifle more 
than local. 





Her baked beans were memo- 
rable. She got delicious results by 
placing in every brown pot of beans 
she baked a rather large onion 
dotted with cloves. This rather 
trifling addition generated some 
magic in beans that otherwise would 
have been commonplace. Aunt 
Tabitha knew the value of adding 
a personalizing touch to all that she 
prepared in her big country kitchen. 


A FRIEND, who has some repu- 
tation as an amateur chef, makes a 
salad dressing that never fails to 
delight. He makes a standard French 
dressing, puts about a pint and a 
half in a jar that can be tightly 
sealed. Into the dressing he drops a 
medium-sized onion which has been 
pierced at least a hundred times 
with a toothpick. He then consigns 
it to the refrigerator for at least two 
days before using. Before the dress- 
ing is served, the jar is vigorously 
shaken and the mixture strained. 
The result is a smooth, piquant 
dressing that lifts a simple green 
salad to genuine distinction. 


AN UNUSUAL meat loaf is one 
of the most popular dishes served 
by a firm of industrial feeders whose 
job it is to fill up a quarter of a mil- 
lion steel workers every day. Why 
all this enthusiasm for meat loaf? 
Simply because, besides being rich, 
moist, and satisfying, it’s possessed 
of a characteristic and remarkably 
appealing taste. That flavor is 
achieved by the addition of evapo- 
rated milk! Interestingly enough, 
the idea wasn’t conceived by the 
dieticians of the firm but came from 
an old lumber camp cook they once 
employed. 


THE lowly scrambled egg may be 
golden to the eye but brass to the 
taste. Lhere’s a chef in my very 
favorite club in Philadelphia who 
knows how to produce scrambled 
eggs that are an unforgettable del- 
icacy! 

He beats the eggs lightly with 
cream—about a tablespoonful for 
each—and, as he stirs the mixture 
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in the double boiler, he drops in a 
trace of meat sauce. They emerge 
the best scrambled eggs I have ever 
addfessed myself to. 


AT LEAST a hundred surviving 
members of the famous Heart’s 
Content Hunting Club can still 
testify that Particular Parsons took 
me into his confidence and divulged 
some of his cherished culinary 
secrets—among them his formula 
for baked yams. 

Parsons would peel carefully 
selected yams and bring them to a 
quick boil. When tender, they were 
mashed with sour cream and a beat- 
en egg until fluffy. Then the yams 
were lightly seasoned with salt and 
freshly ground pepper, spread thick- 
ly in a well-greased baking dish. 

Meantime, he had taken a pound 





of fine salt pork and chopped it 
(along with a clove of garlic) into 
tiny cubes. These he then rolled in 
flour and sprinkled generously over 
the top of the yams. Thence, the 
dish moved into a moderate oven 
for baking. 

When the dish was served, the 
cubes of salt pork were. brown, 
tender, delightful to the taste, their 
flavor intimately blended with the 
flavor of the yams. No wonder his 
baked yams were always in demand. 


“UTILITY” beef is viewed with 
mingled feelings by many of us. 

As a rule, it isn’t popular. Yet 
it can be superlatively good. An- 
other friend takes a thick utility 
steak and pounds into it a mixture of 
equal parts of flour and sugar. He 
does a most thoro job of it, too. 

He pan-broils these steaks over a 
very hot fire. They come to the table 


juicy, flavorful, and completely de- 


licious. It just goes to show what a 
slight touch of genius will do. 

Just a touch of genius! Like drop- 
ping four bouillon cubes in a can of 
cream of mushroom soup, or a can 





of tomatosoup—or mashing potatoes 
in a hot kettle that has been rubbed 
with a clove of garlic. It makes a 
big difference. 

Any kitchen gains in prestige 
when a little genius characterizes 
the cookery.

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Toilet Training

mothers wait to begin toilet training 
until a much later age than we for- 
merly instituted it. 


Tue rule used to be to start at 
two months to train a baby to have 
his bowel movement in a potty, and 
to begin bladder training around the 
fifteenth month. Now the _ best 
authorities are advising mothers to 
wait for bowel training until about 
a month after Baby can sit up strong- 
ly—that would make it around the 
seventh month—and for bladder 
training until the child shows signs 
that he is aware of his need in this 
respect. 

Whichever you do, remember 
that the idea of early training is not 
to have perfect performance, but to 
accustom Baby gradually to the 
new way of doing things. Keep this 
a happy experience. Don’t leave him 
on the toilet for more than five 
minutes at a time—unless, of course, 
he’s in process of eliminating. Ex- 
press approval when he does what 
you want, and make no comment 
when he doesn’t. 

Understand that there will be a 
long period before he grasps what 
is expected, and many backslidings 
after he seemingly has become 
trained. 


Many things will throw him off— 
illness, emotional upsets, changes of 
diet, absorption in learning some 
other new thing. If he really is soil- 
ing himself deliberately in order to 
spite you, it is because he is unhappy 
about something. Try to find out 
what that is. Correct it if you can— 
and ignore the soiling. Look upon 
toilet training as a long range proj- 
ect, with sure victory at the end. 
Then temporary defeats won’t wor- 
ry you. 

You can start bowel training at 
two months with the potty if you 
like. Realize that Baby isn’t really 
learning to keep his diapers clean, 
but to eliminate when he feels the 
potty pressed against him. If you 
pr: fer, wait till he can sit up strongly, 
as most pediatricians now suggest. 

In cither case, chart the move- 
ments for a week or so, finding the 
time he seems to prefer. Then put 
him on training seat at this time, 
leaving him not more than five 
minutes. After he gets the idea, you 
may gradually advance the time 
until it comes just after breakfast. 
Thus a good habit will be established. 

When he shows awareness of 
urinating, you may start bladder 
training—preferably not before the 
fifteenth month, unless he himself 
has indicated that he is ready for it 
sooner. 


Take off the diaper and substitute 
training panties. Put him on the 
toilet for urination upon arising, 
before and after each meal, before 
and after his nap and just before 
going to bed. During play periods, 
put him on every hour—and that 
means on the hour—or every 45 min- 
utes if he can’t seem to wait the 
whole hour. Don’t make it oftener 
than this, however, for too many 
trips to the toilet sour a child on the 
whole process. (If he can’t seem to

ready for training or there is some 
kidney condition which requires 
your doctor’s assistance. Check 
with the doctor. 

As the child gains in control, the 
toilet periods can gradually be 
lengthened. Keep this your re- 
sponsibility, however, until he has 
shown himself capable of staying 
dry for long intervals, and of letting 
you know when he needs attention. 

After daytime training is well 
established, it’s time to begin night 
training. Cut down to the barest 
minimum any liquids given after 
4 p. m. Take him up when you go 
to bed, and set the alarm to get him 
up just before he normally wakens, 
for often children void involun- 
tarily as the first waking act. If he is 
wet when you go to him, set the 
alarm and get him up once or more 
during the night. 


lr YOU are expecting another baby, 
tho, and there is no one else who 
can attend to the night sessions, for- 
get the whole thing until next sum- 
mer, when warm weather will be 
your ally in getting quick results. 
Expect daytime accidents until a 
child is 3, and nighttime accidents 
until he’s 5, even after he’s pretty 
well trained, for that’s frequently 
the way illness, excitement, and 
emotion affect these little folks. 

Above all, keep toilet training hap- 
py and pleasant. Baby will respond 
a thousand times more readily.

amount of nerve tension; the trouble 


starts when you get an overdose 


Waar with nerves having a bad 
time these days, it’s easy to see that 
we should relax. But how? Are there 
specifics, like pills, that we can take 
at odd moments when the need is 
urgent? 

“Yes,” say doctors, pyschiatrists, 
and psychologists who unwind taut 
nerves. From such authorities, I 
have rounded up 10 antidotes for the 
jitters. 





o Check Your Symptoms 


Maybe you’re one of the lucky 
few seemingly without a nerve in 
their bodies, like Pvt. Nicholas 
Timmens who was with the 27th 
Division when it captured Makin 
Atoll. The AP reported that Pvt. 
Timmens, ‘“‘killed six of the first 
Japanese he ever saw, took a nap in 
the middle of the battle, tossed a 
grenade back at the man who threw 
it, and entertained his buddies with 
a Japanese mouth organ.” More 
likely tho, you’re among that con- 
siderable company afflicted with 
“nerves.” Some of the signs are 
insomnia, nervous indigestion, pain 
over the shoulders and back, fidget- 
ing, cracking knuckles, biting nails, 
tapping with fingers, twisting a 
handkerchief. You’re — especially 
prone to tension if you have a high 
I. Q., are in the professions, do 
mental work and are underweight. 
Day laborers and farmers are seldom 
tense. Here’s a test question: Can 
you go to sleep anytime at will? 
If not, you’re it. 


2 Know What Causes Tension 


The chief causes, most of them 
emotional, are: anxiety, worry, 
fear, fatigue, noise, irritation, anger, 
shock, strain, grief, haste, over- 
activity, poor posture, restlessness, 
hon-sufficient and  non-balanced 
food, sleep, and exercise. No one 
can live and escape a normal 
amount of these. The trouble starts 
when you get an overdose. 

How many causes can you liqui- 
date? A businessman with a beauti- 
ful case of high blood pressure was 
told by his doctor to cut down on his 
Sources of irritation. He started by 
shunting noisy telephones and 
'ypewriters out of his office and set- 
Ung certain periods of the day when 

€ could be disturbed. In two weeks 


his blood pressure had dropped. 
Another fitted up an inner sanctum 
and retired to it for an hour of 
quiet each day. Another corrected 
a slumping posture. If you can elimi- 
nate some of these trouble starters, 
you’re one up on the game. 


3B Learn to Let Ge 


The easiest body and mind re- 
laxer I found is that of Dr. Joseph 
H. Pratt of Boston Dispensary. For 
15 years, Doctor Pratt has treated 
successfully hundreds of ‘‘anxiety 
neurosis” patients with this simple 
exercise. I tried it with a beginning 
class and soon found four of the class 
sound asleep. 

Sit in a comfortable chair back 
against back and begin with your 
head. Let it droop forward, back, 
sideways, just as when going to 
sleep—imagine you are. Next raise 
one arm at a time and drop it in 
your lap like a wet sock—no holding 
back, just let go completely. Let 
your legs go the same way. Now 
gaze at an object fixedly until your 
eyes become so tired they close. 
Keep them that way. 

With your muscles relaxed, relax 
your mind by picturing a quiet 
lake miles from any habitation, not 
a ripple of the surface, not a sound 
—hold it, hold it. Work at this—and 
it may take some time—until you 
get the knack. Then do it every day 
and you'll be surprised at results. 








4 | Sing! 


Here’s one of the best tension 
breakers on the list. In singing you 
set up vibrations felt in the chest, 
head, all your bones. It loosens you 
up all over. Too, it’s a safety valve 
for the feelings, often substituting a 
pleasant one for the reverse, it 
being impossible to have both in 
mind at once. This has been demon- 
strated hundreds of times. Negroes 
sing when blue, whence our “blues.” 
But most of us sing, if we do it at 
all, only when, we're feeling fine. 
Now try it when you’re a bit down, 
lonely, restless, even irritated, and 
note results.

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How to Make 
Upholstery Come Clean 


By Ethel Brostrom and Lucille Knoche 


Your upholstered furniture. like 
so many things today, is practically 
irreplaceable. ‘Those lovely fabrics 
must last, and last! So care for them 
tenderly—systematically —-and their 
new-looking freshness will reward 
your efforts. 

' First of all, keep your furniture 
free of dust and dirt. Brush your 
pieces thoroly once a week. Thus 
soil is removed safely before it can 
harm the fabric. .\ dry scrub brush 
is often more effective than a whisk 
broom. ‘Take the cushions out 
remove dust alone the sides and 
back. Brush between the seat and 
back, between seat and arms. And 
don’t forget the back. Use your 
electric cleaner’s attachments —but 
don’t use them on your down cush- 
ions. The suction will pull the down 


thru. To prevent fading. keep ayer 


pieces away from long periods « 
direct sunlight. 


Renew the luster and finish of 


your “pile” fabrics (velvets. mo- 
hair, etc.) by steaming the pile. 
Spread a damp cloth, well wrung 
out, over a section and touch lightly 
with a hot iron. The steam will re- 
fresh the fibers and draw them erect. 
While the fabric is still damp, go 
over it with a brush of medium 
stiffness. When thoroly dry, brush 
the fabric against the pile. 


“Flat” fabrics (denim. damask, 
chintz, ete.) have no pile to absorb 
liquids or bulk spillage, so brushing 
is excellent for their general care. 
When the surface is clean, the fab- 
ric is clean all the way thru. 

Watch the arms of your chairs 
and sofas—don’t let greasy grime 
accumulate! Remove this soil by 
sponging with carbon tetrachloride. 
Use a soft, cleancloth, sponge toward 
the stain, not away from it. 

When stains or spillage occur— 
hurry! If allowed to stay, the stain 
spreads or sets, sometimes making 
removal impossible. ‘To avoid rings, 
apply a reliable upholstery cleaner 
just outside the spots. Rub with a 
circular motion toward the center. 
This brings the spots to a head, pre- 
vents spreading. Use only clean 
cloths. Soiled cloths increase the 
stain. Change the cloth area as vou 
remove. the stain. 


The treated area may look differ- 
ent In color after spot removal. If 
this happens, clean the entire panel 
in which the stain occurred, 

Never use heat to dry the fabric 
alter cleaning. And be careful when 
using soap and water —it may cause 
discoloration by setting the stain. 
Wherever suds are suggested below, 
follow the directions very carefully. 


Now Let’s Hit the Spot 


Water Spots. Rub the entire panel 
gently with a clean cloth dampened 
in cold water. After it dries. moisten 
a cloth with carbon tetrachloride 
and rub over the area. 


Fruit, Liquor, Wine. Saturate the 
stain with a cloth moistened in hot 
water. Carefully scrape off any pulp 
with a dull knife. Then rub the area 
with a verv hot, damp cloth. If the 
stain stays, let area dry, then sponge 
with a cloth moistened in carbon 
tetrachloride. Do no more. 


lee Cream. See remedy suggested 
1 ‘“Fruit” above. For further treat- 
ment, apply a hot, damp cloth to the 
spot. Rub with a cloth dipped in 
warm soapsuds. Rinse quickly with 
a cold wet cloth. When dry, wipe 
with a cloth dampened in carbon 
tetrachloride to remove any grease 
remaining in the fabric. 


Blood. Rub the area with a cold 
wet cloth. If a few traces remain, 
apply a little household ammonia. 
After a minute, rub with a wet cloth. 
If the stain is stubborn, make a 
thick paste of cornstarch and cold 
Water and apply it. Allow the paste 
to dry before removing —it absorbs 
the stain. Bad stains may need re- 
peated starch treatments. 
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Candy. If it’s non-chocolate, rub 
the area with a cloth dampened in 
very hot water. Let stubborn stains 
dry, then sponge with carbon tetra- 
chloride. To remove chocolate, rub 
with a cloth saturated with luke- 
warm water. After it dries sponge 
with a soft, clean cloth moistened in 
carbon tetrachloride. 


Gam. Moisten thoroly with carbon 
tetrachloride. While — still moist, 
work the gum off with a dull knife. 
Repeat until all traces are removed. 


Urine. Dip a cloth in lukewarm suds 
and apply—but do not saturate. 
To remove the soap quickly, rub 
the area with a cold wet cloth. 
Apply a mixture of 1 part household 
ammonia, 7 parts water. After a 
minute, rinse with a wet cloth. Now 
you can scold the puppy! 


Paint and Varnish. Rub gently 
with carbon tetrachloride or another 
solvent. If spot has hardened, give 
solvent time to soften paint. 


Ink. Ink usually can’t be removed 
without causing some damage. 
However, this is the most efficient 
remedy. Use Ink Eradicator No. 1. 
No, not 2—it will discolor. Apply 
with an eye dropper. [Turn to page 74

6 | Leosen Your Diaphragm 


That big muscle used in breathing 
is the first to freeze with any case of 
jitters. Here’s a quick loosener 
Josephine Rathbone of Columbia 
University uses in clinics and army 
reconditioning work. 

Take a deep breath and with 
mouth closed, hum softly for about 
half a minute until breath is entirely 
gone. Then you naturally take four 
or five good breaths to renew your 
oxygen supply and thus relax your 
diaphragm, and other parts as well. 


Ed Change Your Pace 


If you’re one who does everything 
at a fixed tempo, you’re straining 
the old chassis. Change your speeds 
occasionally and you'll remove 
much of the stress. Makes little 
difference whether you rush thru 
the day on high without shifting 
gears, or travel in low. Either way, 
you lose the lift and refreshment 
which variety of pace brings. 

If you take the day on the run, 
see a slow motion picture of yourself 
eating lunch, walk leisurely after 
work. Miss a bus, subway, or green 
light on purpose.

Someone eut these flowers and brought them 
indoors to add loveliness to her home. She dropped 
them unimaginatively into a vase unaware of what 
she could do with them if she just tried. How do 
they look? 


Someone else placed the same handful of flowers » 
in the same vase. The difference between the two 
is 10 minutes’ time and the same appraising 
thought you would give the perky bow on your 
blouse. Putting flowers together with pleasing 
results takes no more time or ability than mixing a 
cake. In neither case are the ingredients thrown 
together haphazardly. It just takes a little time to 
work out proportions and put them together in an 
orderly manner. 

For this arrangement, a pin-holder is used to 
keep flowers in the position desired. It isn’t nec- 
essary to stuff ferns or greenery around to hold up 
the flowers, foul the water, and wilt the blooms. 
The stems are cut as shown in the diagram below 
the photograph, so that each flower stands at a 
different level, showing off its color and beauty.

Waar are the best berries you 
know?”’ someone asked me recently. 

What he wanted was berries all 
over the place—flowering shrubs, 
yes, but only if they had attractive 
fruits. 

“Like Christmas trees hung with 
ornaments, all year ’round,” he ex- 
plained. “Only I want bushes more 
than trees.” 

My heart opened to him—I knew 
just what he wanted. Christmas 
trees, indeed! The shining berries on 
some of our favorite shrubs put tinsel 
to shame. For instance, those pol- 
ished, scarlet things that come in 
September on the Flowering Dog- 
wood. They’re about the size of the 
barberry fruit, and almost the same 
color. 

But for the mass effect, a sea of 
berries, there are the cotoneasters 
and honeysuckles and euonymus 
bushes—I like the unusual way the 
berries are fastened on cotoneasters, 
clustered along the graceful, whip- 
like branches as tho the wand had 
been dipped first in glue and then in 
a barrel of freshly painted beads! 

The euonymus, best known as the 
spindletree, has fruits varying be- 
tween pale pink and deep purple. 

And for another “‘sea of berries” 
add several Nanking Cherry and 
Sargent’s Crab Apple bushes! This 
cherry is about the most durable, 
trouble-free thing in the garden, and 
both shrubs are as eye-catching as 
the full moon at midnight.

lr ONE’S taste runs to blue ber- 
ries, so dark that they are nearly 
black, the old, familiar genus Vi- 
burnum has much to offer. We have 
Arrowwood on the north side of the 
house, against the gray stucco, and 
here the catbirds and robins nest, 
seeming to anticipate the inky-black 
berries whose decorative effect 
against the wall is therefore short- 
lived! But in fall the bright yellow 
foliage renews interest, and promises 
lovely things for the year to come. 
There are so many charming vi- 
burnums, amiable, hardy and beau- 
tiful, that every light background 
deserves at least one in silhouette. 
Highbush Blueberries have a fruit, 
sky-blue—the blue of a stormy sky, I 
hasten to add—and chubby, that is 
almost as pleasing on the bush as on 
the fork!

How to 


Store Fresh Vegetables 
at Home 


By A. E. 


Hutchins 


University of Minnesota 


Check these points first, then take steps 
to save those surpluses for winter meals 


You find fresh storage of veg- 
etables is quicker, cheaper, and 
easier than other preservation 
methods. Vegetables successfully 
stored at home are dry beans and 
peas, beets, cabbage, carrots, ce- 
leriac, horse-radish, kohlrabi, onions, 
parsnips, potatoes, pumpkins, ruta- 
bagas, salsify, squash, turnips, pop- 
corn, and various herbs. 

Tomatoes, celery, Chinese cab- 
bage, and Brussels sprouts may be 
stored for shorter periods. 

1. Let everything you store be of 
good quality, free from disease, all 
cuts, bruises, and insect injuries; 
medium-sized, clean, and dry. If 
right size for the table, they’re right 
to store. 

2. Clean, dry, and grade the veg- 
etables before storing, but do not 
wash them. 

3. Store as late as possible. Let 
outside temperature become low 
enough so that your storage cellar 
can be cooled off by opening it at 
night to trap cold air. Close the in- 
take during the warmer hours. 

4. Storage rooms in Heated base- 
ments need not be large, but ‘should 
be thoroly insulated to prevent pass- 
age of heat between the furnace 
room and the storage cellar. Study 
sketches. 

5. Keep the temperature low. 
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Vegetables stored at 45 degrees F. 
will keep only about fas tall as long 
as those stored at 35 degrees. 

6. Don’t guess. Have at least one 
accurate thermometer in the stor- 
age room; two at different levels are 
even better. 

7. Proper ventilation helps con- 
trol humidity, carries off fruit and 
vegetable odors. 

8. Beets, carrots, celeriac roots, 
celery, horse-radish, kohlrabi, pars- 
nips, rutabagas, and turnips store 
best at a tempera- [ Turn to page 86

The result has pleased the Stokers 
ever since, has drawn scores of in- 
quiries from passing strangers, and 
may very well be the beginning of a 
problem-solver for you if you have a 
lot like this. It’s a five-room house, 
inspired by the old Cape Ann de- 
signs, and shows simplicity and 
economy everywhere. 

Because its lot is shallow, there’s 
no point in focusing on a nonexistent 
back garden, so the main living 
rooms are lined up along the front. 
Behind them, the two bedrooms and 
bathroom are placed where privacy 
and quiet will be theirs. Off the end 
of the living room is a porch which, 


at the same time it teams up with 
the garage at the other end to 
stretch the house proportions to fit 
the lot, is a good bug-free pen into 
which kids can be turned to play. 


Between the kitchen and the 
living room is a dinette—really a 
small but quite adequate dining 
room—whose windows are bayed 
out to give more light and more 
space. Access to the kitchen and the 
basement is handy from the entry 
off the attached garage. The service 
yard in back can be reached thru 
another door in the back wall of the 
garage; and storage space in the 
attic is reached by a stairway open- 
ing from one of the bedrooms. 
Altogether, with its basically 
square foundation plan, its eco- 
nomical construction of wood and 
cut stone, and its compactness, this 
home of the Stokers has turned out 
to be a happy ending to what looked 


like a very sad beginning. 
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These plans are scaled in fine proportion for a wide but shallow lot

How to Store Fresh

ture of 32 to 40 degrees F., a rela- 
tive humidity of 90 to 95 percent, 


_and with little air circulation. The 


closer to 32 degrees F. the storage 
can be kept, the better these vege- 
tables are likely to keep. Most vege- 
tables store best if kept in the dark. 

9. Root crops may be packed in 
moistened sand, sphagnum moss, or 
peat if kept very cold. If the cellar 
has a dirt floor, root crops may be 
piled on the floor and covered with 
moist soil. 

10. Parsnips may be stored like 
other root crops or they may be left 
in the garden and dug as wanted. 
Salsify may be handled like pars- 
nips, but it’s safer in severe climates 
if stored as carrots are. 

11. Where it’s impossible to main- 
tain a low storage temperature, 
cutting off the top of the taproot 
slightly below the attachment of the 
leaves and storing in moist sand or 
soil is a more desirable method of 
handling carrots than to store them 
with half-inch tops as is commonly 
recommended. 

12. Fruits may absorb the odors 
of cabbage, onions, turnips, or ruta- 
bagas. Don’t store them with these 
vegetables. 

13. Cabbages, squashes and 
pumpkins keep best if thoroly ma- 
ture when put into storage. 

14. Onions should be thoroly ma- 
tured, cured, and dried before being 
placed in storage. Store in shallow 
trays or layers and provide good air 
circulation about them. Scallions 
(onions with very thick necks) do 
not store well, and should be used 
earlier. 

15. Onions, garlic, dry beans, and 
dry peas store best at 32 degrees, a 
relative humidity of 70 to 75 per- 
cent, and with ample air circulation. 

16. Unheated storage rooms, at- 
tics, closets, or outside enclosed 
porches are suitable for storing dry 
beans, dry peas, and popcorn. Simi- 
lar dry, cool places which do not 
freeze are suitable for onions. 

17. Dry beans thoroly before stor- 
ing. Weevils, if present, may be con- 
trolled by heating the seed at 120 
to 145 degrees F. for 5 or 6 hours, 
or by storing the seed at 31 to 32 
degrees. Matured snap beans can 
be used the same as dry navy beans. 

18. Popcorn may be stored at 
room temperature if put in air- 
tight containers as soon as it has 
dried out sufficiently to pop well. 

19. Squash and pumpkins should 
be cured at 70 to 80 degrees F. for 
about two weeks before putting 
them into winter storage at 40 to 
50 degrees. The far end of the fur- 
nace room, or the attic if it does not 
freeze, makes a desirable storage 
place for squash and pumpkins. 

20. Cabbage, apples, seed pota- 
toes, and popcorn should be stored 
at a temperature of 32 to 40 degrees 
F., with a relative humidity of 85 
to 90 percent. 

Cabbage for storage should have 
hard, compact heads. Remove the 
roots just below the head. Pile cab- 
bages one to two layers deep on 
slatted shelves. Provide good air cir- 
culation, especially if they are stored

in the same cellar with root crops. 

21. While potatoes keep best at 
32 to 40 degrees F., they are likely 
to acquire a sweet flavor if kept 
below 36 degrees. 

22. When potatoes are first dug, 
they go thru a “sweating” period 
and give off considerable moisture. 
During this period, a temperature 
of 65 to 70 degrees should be main- 
tained for 8 or 10 days with thoro 
ventilation. Lower the temperature 
to 40 degrees as rapidly as possible 
after this. 

23. Select a “‘keeping” variety of 
apple for storage. Be sure that the 
apples are properly ripened and 
free from blemishes. Wrapping each 
apple in paper sometimes prevents 
shriveling. ; 

24.-Pick the larger green or partly 
ripened tomatoes before frost and 
store on shelves. Tomatoes picked 
green keep best at 50 to 60 degrees 
with a relative humidity of 95 to 98 
percent and with little air circula- 
tion. If nearly ripe, store at about 
40 degrees F. 

25. Dairy products and meats 
may absorb vegetable odors and 
should not be kept in the vegetable 
cellar. 

26. Avoid rapid changes in tem- 
perature and humidity in the stor- 
age cellar. Don’t let the temperature 
get too low. Almost all vegetables 
must be protected from actual freez- 
ing. 

27. Sprinkle floor to boost humid- 
ity at first signs of shriveling in 
stored crops. 

28. Sort stored crops occasionally 
during the winter. Remove all un- 
sound or decaying vegetables at 
once. 

, 29. Store herbs in tight contain- 
ers kept at room temperature. Be 
sure that the herbs are thoroly dry 
before the containers are closed.

Ocroser is a grand planting month, especially 
for trees and shrubs. Begin planting as soon as frost 
has ripened the leaves to a point where they fall easily 
at a slight touch. 


Have More Fruit. Apples, pears, and plums can be 
planted in the fall. If you are using standard-size 
trees, apples should have 40 feet between trees, plums 
30 feet, and pears 25 feet. You can use the space be- 
tween the young trees by filling in with peaches 
which are short-lived or by growing crops of small 
fruits for a few years. Raspberries, currants, and 
gooseberries can be grown for several years in the 
row with apples before the trees shade them too much. 
Black raspberries can be used even in some shade. 
[For dwarf apples see ‘“‘More Apples for City Gar- 
dens,” June BH&G—Ed. ] 

Fruit trees should be unpacked and planted the 
minute they come from the nursery. If this is im- 
practical, unpack them, remove all of the packing 
fiber and heel them in. After all, soil is the best keep- 
ing medium for plant roots there is. 


Hew to Set. When planting fruit trees dig a hole 
large enough to spread the roots out thoroly and deep 
enough so that the knob or joint where the tree was 
grafted or budded is just above the ground. Before 
planting throw a shovel of peatmoss over the soil that 
you've dug out, and mix. 

An apple tree makes an excellent screen where you 
want to hide a building or unsightly area. Crab 
apples and pears are often well used in shrub borders. 
The Dolgo Crab has a beautiful red fruit with a bluish 
bloom on it. When planting shrubs near young apple 
trees remember to use those that will tolerate shade. 
Bush Honeysuckle, Wayfaring-tree and Euonymus 
alatus are suitable. 

Don’t plant grapes close to fruit trees because they 
will be forever trying to vine up over the trees and 
that is definitely not good for the trees. 


Prolong Season. Dig up several Swiss chard plants 
and set them in the coldframe. They will keep on 
growing, will give you some greens this fall, and will 
start off early for several cuttings next spring. Nat- 
urally they will not send out leaves as heavily as 
plants in the open, so transplant plenty. The parsley 
season can be extended in the same manner. You 
cannot count on these plants for a crop thruout next 
summer because they are biennials and will struggle 
to go to seed early in the season. 


New Hollies. Holly is receiving more attention as an 
ornamental evergreen these last few years. Named 
varieties and strains are appearing, strains selected 
for their berry-producing ability. 

Twigs on holly are stiff and rather brittle, so plant 
them out away from the eaves where water might 
drip over onto the tops and form icicles. Try to avoid 
wind-swept areas. Otherwise holly is not fussy about 
its location. It will tolerate shade, but will produce 
more fruit if planted in full sun. Only the female tree 
produces berries and these must be pollinated by the 
flowers of a male tree which necessitates the planting 
of at least one of each. Within an area of 100 feet 1 
pollen-bearing tree will pollinate 5 or 6 trees. These 
plants require an acid soil condition and like a lot of 
humus in the soil. Both can be provided by planting 
the trees in soil and peatmoss, use half and half. 

If you have alkaline soil, add sulfate of ammonia, 
4 Ounces (2 handfuls) per bushel of mixture. Sulfate

transplanted this fall. Lilacs, espe- 


contemplate a lilac hedge, consider 
mixing the common lilac and French 
hybrids. Good old’ common ones 
have good flowers and bush clear 
down to the ground. French hybrids 
will give you a variation of beautiful 
colors in single and double flowers 
and a variation in fragrance but may 
be straggly with no foliage low on 
the stems. Rock phosphate or plant 
lime mixed into the soil will please 
newly planted lilacs. Blossoms are 
small until the plants become es- 
tablished. 

When planting all types of shrubs 
mix 2 handfuls of complete plant 
food in with the soil around each 
one. Firm the soil well around the 
roots. Put in only a 3-inch layer at 
one time and pack it around the 
roots before adding more. Water 
copiously. 





Lift These Bulbs. Summer-flower- 
ing bulbs such as_ caladiums, 
tigridias, cannas, and _tuberoses 
should be dug after first frost. Store 
them in boxes of sand to prevent 
drying out. Leave chunks of earth 
on the cannas but cut off the dried 
tops. Pack in barrels. Store gladioli 
bulbs in a recom of 40 to 50 degrees 
temperature. Allow them to dry 
after digging; clean, put them in 
boxes in thin layers. Store where 
there’s plenty of air circulation. 

Dig the dahlias after a frost has 
blackened the tops. Lift the clumps 
with a spading fork because they’re 
heavy and picking them up by the 
stems may break off some of the 
good tubers. Allow the clumps to 
dry a little, then break off the excess 
dirt and pack them in boxes or 
barrels. 


Wildflowers. Plant spring-bloom- 
ing wildflowers such as bluebells, 
trillium, hepaticas and bleeding- 
heart in the fall. These start growth 
so early in the spring they are diffi- 
cult to handle then. Bluebells thrive 
in moist, shady spots. If your area 
is boggy, plant on the high bumps 
so their roots won’t actually lie in 
the water. Overflowing of the area 
doesn’t seem to hurt them provided 
it is not waterlogged. Be sure to 
plant the trilliums where the tops 
won’t be mowed off next spring. 

Collected in very . moderate 
amounts, Partridgeberry (Mitchella 
repens) is attractive in a terrarium. 
The leaves are tiny and glossy and 
the little berry is a bright showy red. 

Many of our old bulb friends are 
back on the market this fall. Nar- 
cissus and tulip bulbs have been 
grown successfully in this country, 
but European-grown hyacinths, cro- 
cus, and grape hyacinths will be 
better than our own. Plant these 
bulbs as soon as you can get them. 
Putting a pocket of sand under lilies 
and other bulbs does more harm 
than good. This sandy area allows 
water to collect, it actually makes a 
water pocket under the bulb. Plant 
hyacinths in clumps of 3 to 5 or 
more and set the bulbs with the top

Melt slivers to make soap jelly.

Mrs. H. Kartz, Chicago, makes jelly 
of toilet soap remnants, keeps it in 
a bottle in the bathroom, uses it for 
emergency shampooing. 





Serap bags for soap are another 
way to use up the tiniest remnants. 
Irene C. Fink, LaCrescenta, Califor- 
nia, collects toilet-soap scraps in a 
pretty percale bag, swishes it thru 
the bath water. Mrs. Mildred Weir, 
San Diego, California, keeps soap 
scraps for dishes in a cut-down sugar 
bag by the sink.

Some years I sow domestic rye 
grass for this purpose.

Here is where new 
bulbs are to go. 

Incidentally, I brought in for 
supper a belated mess of sweet corn, 
now almost gone for the year and 
harvested the cushaw crop. And 
brother, I don’t know whether a 
cushaw is a squash or a pumpkin. 
You can take your choice. 

I also picked half.a bushel of Mr. 
Burpee’s new hybrid cucumbers.

Dye Those Tired Slipcovers 


By Theresa Knapp 


How would you like some hand- 
some new slipcovers and lovely, 
bright draperies for considerably, less 
than a dollar? You can have them, 
no kidding, if you’ll turn in your old 
ones—turn them into the dye kettle! 
Take a look right now. Those 
faithful slip-ons and curtains that 
are growing pretty dull and faded 
trying to weather out the war 


‘how would you like them a deep, 


soft turquoise, old rose or plum, 
sunshine yellow, lime green, or even 
a shocking pink? Dyeing is really 
not much work, and it’s exciting 
fun. And what the results do for 
your home’s morale! 

What can be dyed? If your fabric 
is washable, and doésn’t shrink when 
laundered, it can be dyed. If you’re 
not sure on this point, take a square 
of material left over from making 
the cover. Draw around it, wash or 
dye it, press, compare it with your 
drawing. Some rayon and cotton 
woven upholstery fabrics may shrink 
a little, but when the cover is pulled 
onto the chair, these materials fit 
smoothly. Some glazed chintzes part 
with some of their shine. 

For equipment you'll need a 
great big kettle or a washtub, for 
the material must be able to be 


moved around easily, and you'll 
need a big wooden paddle. You 
won't boil, but just tint those glass 
curtains? Let your electric washer 
whirl them to beauty. If you're 
afraid a cover might shrink when 
boiled, tint it. But remember that 
tints aren’t permanent. For rea!\y 
deep colors like plum, navy blu-, 
and dark green, better use the boil- 
ing method. It takes only a few min- 
utes boiling over a very low flame, 
with constant stirring. Follow packaxe 
directions carefully. Colors will be a 
little stronger when wet, so allow 
for this. Choose colors that naturally 
cover the color already in the fabric. 
Or use a color remover first. How- 
ever, this may not take out every 
bit of color in a print, so it is usually 
less satisfactory and more work. 


lr YOUR fabric has tones of yel- 
low, cream, tan, pink, or orange, 
your overtone dye will be shades of 
orange, rose, red, deep tan, or 
brown. If it’s light blue, pale green, 
or any cooi color, use a deep cool 
shade like jade green, leaf green, 
deep blue, delft blue, even purple 
or eggplant.

Barberries, other than the Japanese, 
that have lovely berries, and most 
Dogwoods have fruit of some kind. 

Perhaps the most fascinating 
thing about berry shrubs is learning 
where to use them. The one rule we 
follow is: put them where they must 
be seen. It matters little what their 
function may be; just be sure they 
have the foreground, or are tall 
enough to hang out their ornaments 
above the material in front. Berries 
hanging over a picket fence, or be- 
side the stone wall, have a magic as 
winning as any section of the flower 
beds, while such things as those gray 
berries and red stems of Osier Dog- 
wood, in the edge of the woodland, 
wring the heart like some sweetly 
remembered picture from childhood.

noise in the living room is reminis- 
cent of a fender-repairing garage 
working full blast. Besides, all 
drawers and cupboard doors in the 
kitchen have, instead of old-fash- 
ioned knobs or handles, plain strips 
of wood screwed horizontally on the 
drawers and vertically on the doors.

Window Trouble. [ wish I knew 
what to do about my windows. They 
swing out. In summer, the screens 
go inside the windows, and in winter 
storm sash take the place of screens. 
It sounds like an ideal arrangement, 
since I can put up or remove screens 
and storm sash without going out- 
side—and I never get around to 
putting on storm sash until the mid- 
dle of the first snowstorm. But the 
windows have some disadvantages, 
too. Since they swing out, they get 
the full force of any shower that may 
come up before I have time to close 
them. I can never leave my bedroom 
windows open at night if it is rain- 





ing. And since interior paint is not 
designed to withstand outdoor 
weather, the window sash is always 
in need of repainting. There is an- 
other bad feature. Let us suppose 
that the windows have stood open 
all day. I may want to close them if 
the evening is cool. To do so, I must 
first open the screens and reach out 
to pull in the windows. Meanwhile, 
the flies, moths, mosquitoes, and 
June bugs that have been clustered 
outside waiting for their chance 
come zooming into the room. It 
reminds one of the stampede in 
Oklahoma when the free lands were 
thrown open to settlers. 

My unusually large glass area 
facing south and west is strictly 
modern. I wanted lots of sun. I get 
it, all right. In winter, it is a help 
on sunny days when the wind does 
not blow, for the furnace is seldom 
obliged to operate between 11.a.m. 
and 3 p.m. But in summer, the

hindrance. The three-foot overhang 
of the second story was supposed to 
shade the lower windows, but after 
3 p.m. the sun boosts the living and 
bedroom temperatures well into 
the nineties.
